The Germans were 
fighting a rearguard action north 
and west of the break-through to 
the Via Casilina by strong Unit- 
ed States tank and infantry 
forces. 

Velletri and Valmontone were 
@eized in the face of desperate 
resistamce, and late today, head- 
quarters said, ‘f‘ierce fighting con- 
tinues in this area, where limited 
progress has been made during 
the day.” 

A late dispatch from the Val- 
montone area said American van- 
guards were spreading out in a 
wide arc from the Alban hills to 
an area between Highway 6 and 
Highway 5. The latter road, also 
known as the Via Tiburtina, runs 
northeast from Rome to Tivoli 
and Avezzano. The Lepini hills 
south and west of the Via Casilina 
were said to be almost completely 
cleared of the enemy. 

The total number of prisoners 
taken since the start of the Allied 
offensive three weeks ago was 
approaching 20,000.

The Eighth Army moving up the 
Via Casilina captured Ferentino, 
only 18 miles southeast of Val- 
contone, and also struck on the 
east side of the highway, winning 
Veroli, five miles northeast of 
Frosinone.

It was learned today that the 
company was willing to pay at 
the overtime rate for all time 
worked after an  11%-hour 
spread, regardless of how little 
time was worked previously 
within the spread period, but 
that the union Gemands pay for 
eight hours for the time worked 
within the spread period, even if 
that time is less than eight 
hours. The union is in agree- 
ment, however, with the com- 
pany as to overtime for work 
after the spread period.

June 1 (Delayed) (AP).—Ameri- 
can infantry and armor advanced 
slowly toward Highway 6—the Via 


Casilina—today against the most/ 


desperate resistance yet put up 
by the Hermann Goering Division, 
perhaps the strongest and most 
fanatical German force fighting in 
Italy. (Allied headquarters an- 
nounced today that the Via Casi- 
lina had been cut and Valmon- 
tone captured.) 

The road is under such constant 
shellfire it virtually is closed to 
the Germans but the Goering Di- 
vision, which now styles itself a 
“Panzer parachute” unit, is astride 
it and holding tenaciously, appar- 
ently in fear that once the Amer- 
icans reach the road they may 
break through to Rome by this 
route. Highway 6 enters Rome a 
mile east of the Lateran gate, 
where the Appian Way runs into it. 

The attack started with an a:il- 
lary barrage in which almost 10,- 
000 shells were hurled at the Ger- 
mans in the sector. They replied 
with artillery and mortar fire, in- 
cluding some ‘screaming meemies,” 
only a fraction as intense as the 
American barrage but neverthe- 
less fearsome. 

Near high ground known as Li- 
per’s Hill some German Mark VI 
(Tiger) tanks hidden in the woods 
permitted American infantry to 
pass them and then assaulted 
them from the rear. Coming from 
the woods the tanks milled about 
in a neck high cornfield, taking 
considerable toll of the Americans 
until a tank destroyer unit went 
to work on them with antitank 
guns and knocked out three. 

Four American tanks were 

knocked out just before dusk last 
night but their crews suffered no 
serious casualties. They were part 
of the formation which moved 
forward to occupy certain ground 
in preparation for today’s attack 
and they ran into a superior force 
of concealed German tanks. 

As one detachment of infantry 
was being cut up by mortar fire 
Capt. Edwin <A. Fronk, Salem, 
Ore., ordered a smoke screen laid 
to conceal it from the enemy. 

He told Lt. David J. Salasin, At- 
lantic City, N. J., smoke screen 
specialist, just what he wanted as 
one might describe to a tailor the 
kind of suit desired. The two 
studied the terrain and tested the 
winds. Then Salasin set out to 
fire just the right amount of 
smoke shells at the right places 
to afford the doughboys cover as 
they advanced.

OF VIOLATING QUALITY RULE 


CHICAGO, June 2 (AP).—Four 
leading meat packing firms— 
Armour, Swift, Wilson and Cud- 
ahy—were named defendants in 
injunction suits filed today by the 
Office of Price Administration to 
restrain them from selling pork 
cuts containing amounts of fat 
exceeding OPA regulations. The 
civil suits were filed in United 
States District Court by Rae E.

Walters said the OPA allowed a 

half-inch of fat on pork butts and 
loins. The complainant stated in- 
vestigation by OPA as well as 
statements takén from meat 
dealers and buyers, showed many 
instances of fat excesses on pork 
cuts sold by the companies.

mand that we prevent the board 
from giving the President advice 
which appellants contend would 
be erroneous. A court might as 
well be asked to prevent the Sec- 
retary of State or the Attorney 
General from giving alleged er- 
roneous advice. 

“The correctness of administra- 
tive advice cannot be reviewed by 
the courts. They have neither the 
necessary authority nor the neces- 
sary qualifications for such 
work.” 

The truckers’ group protested 
against a board order that it give 
employes an increase of $2.75 a 
week and that time and a half be 
paid for work in excess of eight 
hours in any regular working day. 

Truckers’ Arguments. 

The truckers contended the 
board’s findings were unlawful 
and violated executive orders of 
the President. They asserted that 
it was. impossible for them to 
fulfill the order and. asserted “the 
industry is confronted with out- 
right failure and dissolution,” 

A yovernment attorney said 
after reading the court’s opinion 
that it supported every position the 
Government has taken with re- 
spect to the executive order cre- 
ating the board and the War La- 
bor Disputes Act.

CUT SHARPLY BY 
TRANSIT STRIKE 


Decline Averaged 25 Pct. 
at Private Factories 
Yesterday, Less at U. 
S. Plants. 


Private contractors filling Gov- 
ernment war orders lost about 25 
per cent in production in the first 
day of the atrike of the city’s 
transportation employes, Col. R. 
W. Coward, executive officer of 
the St. Louis Ordnance District, 
said today. 

This loss, he said, ran up to as 
much as 50 per cent in some in- 
stances where employes could not 
reach manufacturing plants and 
the plants had insufficient facill- 
yes for providing emergency 
transportation. 

He said a survey made today 
indicated the loss for the second 
day of the strike would be re- 
duced considerably as car pools 
had been formed and other forms 
of transportation arranged.

NEW YORK, June 2 (AP).—Ap- 
proximately 195 of 1000 persons af- 
fected by escaping’ chlorine gas in 
Brooklyn yesterday still were un- 
der treatment in hospitals today 
as authorities began an investiga- 
tion to learn the cause of the acci- 
dent. 

No fatalities were reported from 
the fumes Which seeped from a 
220-pound steel cylinder on a de- 
livery truck and billowed out over 
a radious of 12 blocks in a down- 
town section. 

More than 400 men, women and 
children were taken to hospitals. 
Most of them were allowed to go 
home after treatment. Scores of 
others were treated at first-aid 
stations set up in stores, gasoline 
stations and nearby homes. 

As the fumes spread over the 
area, people toppled to the ground, 
eyewitnesses said, while others 
choked, eoughed and vomited. 

Many of the victims were sub- 
way passengers affected when the 
gas seeped through ventilators in- 
to two subway stations, Hundreds 
of passengers were made ill and 
fled to the streets where they, too, 
were overcome, falling to the side- 
walks. 

More then 20 ambulances were 
sent to the scene along with police 
and fire units. A police detail vis- 
ited every home in the area seek- 
ing possible victims. 

Thirty-three doctors, 42 nurses 
and 16 Red Cross nurses’ aids ad- 
ministered emergency treatment 
at the scene. A detachment of 
gas-masked soldiers also aided. 

The gas came from one of 20 
tanks on a truck operated by 
John G. Golliver of Brooklyn. Gol- 
liver told police that he detected 
fumes and stopped the vehicle to 
investigate. Discovering chlorine 
escaping from one cylinder, he 
asked a pedestrian for aid in re- 
moving the tank but was over- 
come, 

Police who were called donned 
gas masks and moved the tank to 
the curb. 

Police quoted Golliver as saying 
he had picked up the tanks at a 
depot in Bayonne, N. J., and that 
they were intended for shipment 
to Cartagena, Colombia.

We should remember that our Found- 
ing Fathers used their best judgment 
based on the experience of history to 
construct the great Constitution of the 
United States, which is today the oldest 
and greatest constitution of free people 
on the earth. 

In view of the fact that to look into 
the future it is well to consult the past, 
I thought the following quotation from 
John Stuart Mill, the great English 
philosopher, written about 100 years ago, 
would be timely:

This should be the guiding fundamental of 
every worker in the land. No matter what the 
dispute, or what the provocation, the essential 
thing is for every wheel and every machine to 
keep turning. No soldier can lay down his gun 
because of a grievance. The home front has an 
equal duty of loyalty to the common cause, and 
it cannot let down the men who are fighting our 
battles overseas. 

We are on the eve of the European invasion, a 
military effort which will strain every resource 
of both the home front and the war front. Just 
as our soldiers present a united front to the 
enemy, 80 we at home must hold to unity. Who- 
ever disturbs that unity is to be condemned, 
whether he is worker or employer. 

After so arduous an experience as this trans- 
portation strike, the St. Louis area should be 
spared further disturbances. They can be avert- 
ed if all workers will place the national welfare 
first, and depend onthe orderly processes set 
up by law for settlement of disagreements.

REA Is Worth Saving 


If the Rural Electrification Administration is 
set free from Washington departmental bureau- 
cracy, as the Senate subcommittee investigating 
its affairs has decided should be done, it can 
be one of the most powerful of national agencies 
for economic progress when the war is over. It 
can provide widespread employment; it can set in 
motion a current of business activity extending 
from the 40-acre farm to the huge manufacturing 
plant. . 

How important this contribution can be was 
indicated by the statement of Harry Slattery, 
REA Administrator, read to a recent St. Louis 
conference of representatives of Missouri’s 39 
rural electric co-operatives. Only about 25 per cent 
of Missouri’s farms are now receiving electric 
service. Extension of this service after the war 
in accordance with plans drawn up by REA 
would involve a line-building program costing 
$22,500,000. And, said Mr. Slattery, the concur- 
rent business in the way of the wiring of farm 
buildings and the purchase of electrically-oper- 
ated appliances and machines probably would 
call for expenditure of an equal amount. 

Here is a ready-made program for postwar de- 
velopment which could be started quickly and 
which would provide a volume of self-support- 
ing business of approximately $45,000,000 in Mis- 
souri alone. It would have comparable dimensions 
in other states. 

But the inauguration and successful operation 
of this program can be expected only if Congress 
protects REA from the political spoilsmen and 
incompetent bureaucrats of the Department of 
Agriculture who are trying to destroy it. 

Why can’t Congress act speedily and courage- 
ously to restore REA’s independent status so that 
it may operate as efficiently as does TVA? Un- 
less REA, and the people, are given this protec- 
tion, one of the soundest of the New Deal enter- 
prises is doomed to tragic crippling.

The Post-Dispatch says: “The time has 
come to recognize that the Missouri. River 
is one big river presenting one big problem. 

“It is not one thing in Montana and Wy- 
oming, another thing in’ the Dakotas and 
Iowa, a third thing in Nebraska, Kansas 
and Colorado, and a fourth in Missouri. It 
is not primarily an instrument to be used 
for irrigation, or for navigation, or for pow- 
er, nor is it primarily an evil force to be 
controlled against its repeated and disas- 
trous flooding. It is a synthesis of all of 
these ... 


“What happened this spring? While lands 
thirsted in Montana, water that might have 
made them fertile spilled ruin over the 
lower valley. They had too little water; 
we had too much, Water that might have 
fed the soil, water that might have turned 
turbines, water that might have been saved 
to steady the channel for navigation—all 
this was wasted. In the wasting, a million 
acres of life-giving land were despoiled. 
Fine topsoil from Nebraska, Kansas and 
Missouri was stolen’from the farms as the 
river uselessly pushed its golden burden 
toward the Gulf of Mexico,” 


When All Stand to Gain 


And why has the exact character of the 
problem of intelligent, sound Missouri Riv- 
er planning at times appeared to be so con. 
fusing? Why has it taken on so much the 
nature of an “irreconcilable conflict”? Why 
has it been the source of dissension and 
disunity, when actually under proper de- 
velopment of the Missouri River, all the 
people of this region stand to gain a new 
freedom of infinite economic importance? 

Confusion can be written down simply to 
self-interest. Frequently those interested 
primarily in irrigation, and only in irriga- 
tion, find it impossible to see other objec- 
tives, that strengthen and fortify any fi- 
nancially-sound program of irrigation. 

Those interested in the production of 
cheap power for the cities and the farms 
weaken their own cause through failure to 
recognize, as a hand-maiden to electrical 
development, that the irrigation of hun- 
dreds of thousands or millions of acres of 
semi-arid soil will produce abundantly and 
provide fine homes for ambitious American 
men and women, 

In the electrical development, there is 
another powerful, antagonistic, sinister 
force, and that is the private power com- 
panies, which, with all the great influence 
and resources at their command, have 
fought the development of great American 
rivers in the production of electrical en- 
ergy. This has been the greatest single 
factor adding to confusion and disunity. 


Self-Interest in the Way 


In the achievement of flood control and 
of the extension of cheap water transporta- 
tion, frequently groups concerned with 
these objectives have been unable to recog- 
nize, as a result of consuming and over- 
powering self-interest, their relationship to 
the promotion of irrigation and the de- 
velopment of electricity. 


There has been only one river valley in 
America where methodically, deliberately, 
intelligently and soundly, the will of the 
American people set out to complete sci- 


entific development. It is the valley of the 
Tennessee, 

The Post-Dispatch sent a representative 
to the Tennessee Valley at the time flood 
waters were visiting their destruction along 
the lower Missouri River, 

And there the Tennessee, in a region of 
abundant rainfall, was under complete con. 
trol, its flow regulated, its reservoirs filled, 
barges operating for hundreds of miles, its 
turbines generating the electricity that has 
made a vital contribution to the present 
war, 

The contrast is startling. That is what 
can be done when the vision cuts through 
ail the fog of dissension and self-interest. 
There is no reason why the priceless re- 
sources of soil in America in a@ river valley 
of the nature of the Missouri shall con- 
tinue to be despoiied. There is no reason

MARGARINE IS HERE TO STAY

Senator Smith of South Carolina wants 
the special Federal tax on colored oleomar- 
garine repealed. He considers it a “dam- 
nable protective tariff” in favgr of butter— 
a tariff which is made worse by the fact 
that many states also tax oleo in an at- 
tempt to keep it off their markets. 

The fact is that the battle against oleo, 
colored or white, is already lost, though 
dairymen will not: yet admit it. The wise 
farmer will begin now to condition himself 
to oleo’s inevitable rise. In the long run, 
we doubt that dairy interests will suffer, 
since the demand for fluid milk and nat- 
ural cheese is rising. The reason is that 
the consumer now realizes that, while there 
may be a substitute for butter, there is no 
equivalent for milk, 


Capitalism Is Found Wanting, 
But Economist Has No Remedy 


“The Theory of Economic Progress,’’ by C. BE. Ayres. 
(University of North Carolina Press, Chapel Hill, 
N. C.) 

Most economists approach the postwar 
economy from the point of view that the 
classical theories of Adam Smjth require 
some adjustment, but that private capital- 
ism, or “free enterprise” as we reverently 
call it, “must be preserved.” Others zo be- 
hind those theories and question the basic 
assumptions of the classical economists. 
They do not consider private capitalism or 
even private property essential to progresa 
One such group of agnostics follows the 
teachings of Thoratein Veblen. Dr, Ayres, 
professor of economics at Texas Univer- 
sity, is of this group. 

Unfortunately, Dr. Ayres has the nasty 
pedagogical habit of presenting his argu- 
ments first and his conclusions last, to 
gether with a lot of rhetorical questions, 
apparently with the idea that the suspense 
will hold the reader’s interest, as in a mys- 
tery novel. The reader is more likely to 
pitch the book out of the window. 

* > - 

Dr. Ayres classifies human activities as 
“technological” and “ceremonial.” The 
former contribute to the development of 
the arts and industry; the latter consist of 
socinl customs which are unnecessary to 
such development. He identifies techno- 
logical activities as those which use “tools” 
—not only physical implements and such 
aids as numbers and musical notation, but 
also the mass of knowledge accumulated by 
scholars of the past. 

The distinction is one of growth. Tech- 
nology grows, It is the permanent and con- 
tinuous activity of mankind, Ceremonial 
activities or inatitutiona make no eontribu 
tion to such growth An example would 
be the activities of witch-doctors in aborig- 
inal life. 

In modern times, Dr. Ayres classifies as 
ceremonial such institutions as capitalism, 
private property and even the family. He 
contends that such institutions can only 
hinder technologital advances, thus con- 
tradicting the orthodox theory that “free 
enterprise” has made industrial develop- 
ment possible. At one point, he defines 
progress as the advance of technology at 
the cost of ceremonial institutions. 

* * - 

From such an unconventional doctrine, 
one is led to expect unusual proposais. 
3ut Dr. Ayres backs down. He admits that 
at present mankind may need some cere- 
monial institutions, 

All this radical philosophy leads to two 
familiar suggestions—the establishment of 
honesty in business by broadened Gov- 
ernment regulation, and inflation to pro- 
vide adequate consumer demand within 
the very price-and-market system that the 
author demolished in 11 chapters. 

Since Marxism has fallen into disrepute 
in most academic circles, radical philose- 
phers and economists seem at a loss to 
follow their unfavorable analyses of capi- 
talism to any conclusion. It is easy to 
point to faults of capitalism, or even to 
prove that it is changing to something 
else. But until we have a logically accept- 
able analysis of that “something else,” very 
little has been accomplished. The Adam 
Smith of the new economic revolution has 
not yet appeared.

Symptoms on the Labor Front 


See have been three interesting and symptomatic actions in 
the field of labor during the last few days: 


1. The warning by R. J. Thomas, 
president of the United Automo- 
bile Workers (CIO), to the mem- 
bers of his own union that if wild- 
cat wartime strikes continued the 
whole trade union movement 
might be crushed when the war 
Was over. 

2. The suggestion 
Bridges, extreme left-winger 
the CIO, and president of the In- 
ternational Longshoreman’s Union, 
that “in return for guarantees of 
basic union security” the strike 
weapon be abandoned even after 


the cessation of hostilities and /| 


the return to a normal peace econ- 
omy. 

3. The sit-in strike In the Brew- 
ster Aeronautics plant. 


Views of Men in Foxholes. 


These three events are revela- 
tory of what is going on in the 
minds of the leadership of Amer- 
ican labor. All indicate the fear 
that labor has of the postwar pe- 
riod. But they are three apres 
fears, expressed by three diffe 
ent attitudes. 

Mr. Thomas is afraid of a split 


between soldiers and civilians aft- | 


er the war. He knows that for 
a man in a foxhole, a strike at 
home, for whatever justification, 
cannot be explained. He appre- 
hends that returning and jobless 
soldiers, if convinced that they 
have been 
by the workers at home, may be 
used by the enemies of labor to 
break union ranks. Long before 
Mr. Thomas issued the warning, 
it was made by high officials of 
the armed forces. 

Mr. Bridges goes farther. The 
soldiers coming back will be unor- 
ganized. So, if there is a strike 
situation after the war, these sol- 
diers can be played against the 
unions. Bridges is concerned with 
maintenance .of the union atruc- 
ture, and therefore secks a work- 
ing agreement with management, 
so that management will not play 
this labor reserve against the em- 
ployed workers. 


The Right to Strike. 


The Bridges proposal has met 
vehement opposition from all the 


leading labor leaders of both the. 


AFL and the CIO. They see in 
Bridges’ proposal a Moscow line 
of conservatism: of abandoning 
the right of labor to raise wages 
and improve working conditions, 
in behalf of a better understand- 
ing between the United States and 
the Soviet Union. They believe 
that labor, without the right to 
gtrike, will be impotent, 

Rut both these lines are theoret- 
vonl. Far mpre revealing of the 
real question is the sit-in strike 
in the Brewster plant.

No union leaders can maintain 
standards of labor if there are 
millions of workers knocking at 
the doors of factories and offer- 
‘ing themselves at any price. Neith- 
er strikes nor agreements with 
‘management, such as suggested 
‘by Mr. Bridges, would save their 
organizations in this event, 


Postwar Labor Problems. 


In our economic system, the so- 
called law of supply and demand 
for the commodity of labor deter- 
mines who is the stronger-—work- 
ers or employers. It is nonsensical 
to think that either  no-strike 
pledges or the right to strike will 
play any determinant role in case 
of a huge labor surplus. 

On the other hand, if there is 
full employment, the unions can 
protect their rights, and an agree- 
ment can be reached between 
management and labor without re- 
ferring to the ultimate weapon of 
the strike, for management will 
be interested in maintaining good 
wages in the interests of its own 
internal market, and labor will be 
forced to think twice before act- 
ing to throw the entire working 
economy out of balance. 
| The mistake made by both union 
leaders—-Mr, Thomas and Mr. 
Bridges—is to put over-emphasis 
on formal pledges and formal 
rights instead of stressing the ma- 
terial conditions in which alone 
labor and management can find 
‘peace with each other.

Most of Those War 
Plants Dropped Re- 
Employed Elsewhere 
Reserve Bank Says. 


A progressively larger over-all 
supply of labor in this area due 
primarily to curtailment of cer- 
tain forms of war production was 


noted today in the monthly re- 
view of business, agriculture and 
industrial conditions prepared by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis. 

No labor market area within 
the reserve’s district, it is pointed 
out, is rated currently by the War 
Manpower Commission as a labor 
shortage region. Only two cities, 
Louisville, Ky., and Qunicy, II. 
are classed as having a possible 
shortage within six months, In) 
St. Louis the cut-back in war pro-| 
duction schedules has caused a 
shift of workers from some war 
plants into manufacturing for ci- 
vilian use. 

Employment at major war plants 
in the St. Louis region in October 
was about 127,000. By March, em- 
ployment at these plants had 
dropped 20,000. Many of the re- 
leased workers had been absorbed 
by other industries, the report 
stated. 

Industrial activity throughout 
the district declined slightly in 
April from*the March level, be- 
cause there were fewer working 
days in April. Average daily elec- 
trical consumption was 6 per cent 
less than the April, 1943, level in 
major cities of the district. Sharp- 
est drops took place in St. Louis 
and Evansville, Ind. 

Although rains and floods de- 
layed crops, flood waters destroy- 
ing 9000 houses in Missouri and 
Illinois, it was reported that al- 
though the floods covered the 
game amount of ground as in 1943 
damage was far below the $32,000,- 
000 estimated then. Agricultural 
employment continues to decline. 
There is no indication that farm 
output will suffer greatly from 
lack of workers “although critical 
conditions in some areas may de- 
velop because of the delay in 
plantings which will tend to con- 
centrate farm work in a shorter 
period of time.”

Warm Springs, Ga., so the 
tients could enjoy it. 

“For you in 1945, Mr. Pres- 
ident?” Bert Ancrews of the New 
York Herald Tribune asked. 
Roosevelt joined the laughter but 
did not reply. 

The President indicated that ne- 
gotiations with the British for 
construction of an American pipe- 
line in Arabia were in a stalemate. 
Commenting on his conference 
yesterday with Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes and Senator Ma- 
loney of Connecticut, chairman of 
a special committee to investigate 
gasoline and fuel oil shortages, he 
said progress had been made with 
the British as to whether a pipe- 
line would be built and, if so, who 
would pay for it, but that the ne- 
gotiations were still in the iffy 
stage. 

“Isn't this a step backward? 
Secretary Ickes has announced 
that he was ready to let the con- 
tract for the. pipeline,” a reporter 
observed. 

The President replied that the 
pipeline idea had ,not been aban- 
doned and that steps were still 
going on with the British. 

Another reporter remarked that 
in oil trade circles there were re- 
ports that the California and Tex- 
as companies jointly owning the 
Arabian concessions were consid- 
ering a sale to the British. 

The President emphatically de- 
nied this, saying you could bet 
that the American companies were 
holding onto their concession. 


Refugee Camp Sought. 

The President disclosed that the 
War Department was trying to 
find a large, unused Army camp 
in this country on which to take 
temporary care of war refugees. 
This became known when he was 
asked to clarify his .recent ap- 
proval of the establishment of 
“war refugee havens” in other 
countries. 

Similar temporary havens would 
be established in this country, as 
@ matter of common sense and 
humanity, he said. Asked if the 
refugees would come to this coun- 
try regardless of quotas and visa 
requirements, he replied with feel- 
ing that they would, because they 
were starving, they were human 
beings, and the matter was one of 
life itself. 

Most of the refugees, he though, 
could be quartered temporarily in 
the recaptured Mediterranean re- 
gion, where there were hotels. The 
refugees, he stressed, would be 
returned to their native countries 
as soon as possible. 

A Negro correspondent asked 
him to comment on reports that 
the administration had not given 
active support at the Capitol for 
continuation of the Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Committee. This 
committee is trying to remove dis- 
criminations against Negro work- 
ers. 

The President quickly replied 
that he would like to have sug- 
gestions on how he could give 
more active support to the FEPC. 
This seemed to satisfy the Negro 
reporter. 

Hopes for Relief Funds. 

In reply to another question, 
the President hoped to goodness 
Congress would appropriate funds 
for this country’s share of the 
United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration. He 
pointed out that this country had 
taken a large part in establish- 
ment of UNRRA and added that

HEARING ON LAGLEDE 
DEAL 1S CONCLUDED 


F PC Examiner to Make Rec- 
ommendations After Filing 
of Briefs. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Hear- 
ings were concluded yesterday be- 
fore the Federal Power Commis- 
sion on the application of the 
Union Electric Co, of Missouri for 
approval of its plan to buy the 
Laclede Power & Light Co., an 
affiliate of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. 

Technically the hearings were on 
the utility’s application to include 
in the acquisition a generating 
plant of Laclede Power in Granite 
City, Ill, an interstate phase that 
gave the commission jurisdiction 
in the matter. Counsel for Attor- 
ney General Roy McKittrick also 
were present in connection with 
McKittrick’s contention, as_ set 
forth in his intervening petition, 
that the acquisition would give 
Union Electric a monopoly in 
electric service and ultimately re- 
sult in higher rates for consumers. 

Testimony was taken by Trial 
Examiner Edward B, Marsh, who 
will make his scudy of the facts 
presented, and‘ after the filing of 


‘briefs, present a recommendation 


to the full commission. 

The commission may approve 
the proposed acquisition without 
condition, or give its consent sub- 
ject to a future accounting in 
which Union Electric may be 
asked to show that the purchase 
price re. reasonable. McKittrick 
contended that the purchase price 
was set unduly high so Union 
Electric could use its increased 
valuation as an argument for 
higher rates, a charge denied by 
witnesses for the company. 


COL.COCHRAN IN U.S., 
ENTHUSIASTIC OVER 
INVASION BY AIR 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP).— 
Col. Philip G. Cochran, command- 
ing officer of the First Air Com- 
mando Force, which flew the Brit- 
ish Chindits into Burma and then 
supplied them by air, has returned 
to Washington to report to Gen. 
H. H. Arnold, commander of the 
Army Air Forces. 

“We have only scratched the 
surface of the possibility of mov- 
ing armies by air,” said Cochran 
in an enthusiastic report on the 
bold air-borne invasion of Central 
Burma, according to a War De- 
partment announcement. 

“They will be placed in strategic 
places by airplanes. One thing we 
did was to prove that. There 
were, of course, some things we 
didn’t get done that we wanted to, 


but I guess that’s the way it is 


in any operation.” 

After the Chindits were landed, 
he said, they were not only sup- 
plied by air, but the planes be- 
came their artillery, and also 
evacuated the wounded. 

In most instances, radio con- 
versations were in the _ clear, 
without code, said Cochran, and 
the movements were so quick they 
were usually completed before the 
Japanese had translated the mes- 
sages, 

More than once, Cochran re- 
lated, the situation was so tangled 
that while the Chindits held one 
end of an air strip, the Japanese 
had control of the other, and. a 
liaison plane pilot, flying out 
wounded, might be warned to turn 
right as he took off, because the 
Japanese were on the left.

The Technicolored Miss Greble 


“PIN UP GIRL,” the main offering at the FOX this week, 
is a highly pleasant bit of Technicolor entertainment for as 
much of two-thirds of the time. And, if the ending scene is a 
bit on the dull side, there’s at least one sequence in the picture 

that measures up to the great single episodes of 
the best past musicals. 


Betty Grable, who looks more like a tailored 
strawberry in each succeefiing picture, plays the 
part of a service men’s pin-up girl who goes to 
Washington, D. C., to work in a Government 
office and is followed there by a sailor admirer. 
The admirer, a personable newcomer, John Har- 
vey, thinks her a musical comedy star. In 
trying to keep the double identity, Betty plays 

“herself” and also plays a “plain girl” wha affects horn-rimmed 
glasses, a baby stare that’s slightly (to get medical for a mo- 
ment) cockeyed, and a severe pompadour. Actually, Betty never 
looks “plain” but only “subdued.” Her “subdued” demeanor

Although Seaman Harvey's inability to tell the difference 
between the streamlined Grable and the horn-rimmed Grable 
is a bit on the unbelievable side, the picture itself is light 
enough so that one is willing to go more than half-way in 
overlooking the lack of realism.

“NONE SHALL ESCAPE,” the feature film at the MIS- 

. OURL, started out with what you might call a mighty theme— 

the trial and punishment of the Nazi murderers after the war. 
jut after the initial declaration of intention, the 
picture starts petering out, 


The trouble would seem to have been that 
the makers of the picture conceived these trials 
would look something like a series of pictures 
and underlines in the yellow journalism or sex- 
and-sensation tabloid papers. Consider some of 
the titles on the publicity sent out: NO GIRL IS 

SAFE FROM the Nazi swaggerers; VICTIM of Nazi brutality 
is this young girl. Etc. The picture is “sensational” only in its 
implications, Actually, it doesn’t even “come up to” its publicity. 

The story, which jumps back and forth in its technique 
from the postwar trial to the events before and during the 
war for which the men are on trial, shares the faults of this

The Shweli River Battles 


Wingate's Men Victorious in Several Fights With Japs 


By Charles J. Rolo 
TWELFTH INSTALLMENT 
FROM THE BOOK, “WINGATE’S 
RAIDERS.” 

Y March 16—the day Calvert 
B and Jefferies met—all of Win- 
gate’s columns, except for Ma- 

jor Bromhead’s which had re- 
mained in the Mu valley ag rear- 
guard and had been scrapping 
continuously with the Japs, were 
well to the east of the Irrawaddy. 
In the north Wingate, Scott, and 
Gilkes were advancing southeast 
in the direction of Baw. Thirty 
miles to the south of them were 
Major Jefferies’ party and the 
rest of the southern force. : Fer- 
gusson, who had orders to join 
up with Michael Calvert, had 
made a wide southerly detour aft- 
er crossing the Irrawaddy at Tig- 
yaing, and was now a few miles 
south of Jefferies. Calvert's col- 
umn was situated due east of Fer- 


gusson, six or seven miles to the 


west of Myitson. 

The day after parting from Cal- 
vert, March 19, Jefferies’ party 
took a large supply dropping along 
with the rest of the southern 
force—boots, uniforms, ammuni- 
tion, new equipment, knives, mess 
tins, hard rations, bully beef, 
onions and run, For Jefferies him- 
self there was a copy of a recently 
published biography of Bernard 
Shaw by Sesketh Pearson, sent to 
him by the author. 

That night, just as the men were 
finishing dinner, a patrol reported 
that the Japs were approaching in 
force. What food the men could 
not carry in their packs was_has- 
tily cached in the bushes, and the 
rum—there was no time to bury 
it—was reluctantly tipped out of 
the one-gallon glass jars. “Struth,” 
Jefferies heard one man muttering 
bitterly, “if we ever get back to 
tell this story, nobody will even 
believe it.” The Chindits had a 
stiff tussle to get the mules going 
and finally euahed off at midnight. 
They hadn’t gone very far before 
they heard Jap mortars shelling 
the bivouac they had just left. 

The next’ morning, March 20, 
they bumped into Fergusson’s col- 
umn, and spent two days with him 
while he took a much-needed sup- 
ply dropping in a dried-up chaung. 
Fergusson was a comical sight 


_ with his monocle sticking out of a 


heavily bearded face crowned with 
a Highland cap. He had just re- 
ceived a radio message from Win- 


gate cancelling his previous in- 


structions to join Calvert, and or- 
dering him to proceed northward 
to a rendezvous with Brigade 
Headquarters near Baw. He and 
Jefferies concluded that some big 
do was in the making, and Jeffer- 
too 
would head for the rendezvous. If 
nothing exciting was afoot, he 
could at least obtain the Briga- 
diers blessing for the projected 
attack on.Mandalay-Maymyo mo- 
tor road.” The countryside was 
now buzzing with Jap patrols, and 
Fergusson and Jefferies agreed it 
would be safer to split up and find 
their way separately to the ren- 
dezvous. 
ee Se, 


Jefferies’ men trekked back five 
miles to their last bivouac to col- 
lect the supplies they had hidden 
in the bushes. . The Japs had 
passed through there in force, but 
had not discovered the cache. 
After a brief halt the Chindits 
pushed on, The next stretch of 
marching was one of the most 
nerve-racking in the campaign. 
The jungle was criss-crossed with 
false trails and the footprints of 
Jap patrols, and Jefferies had a 
hard time setting a course. The 
Japs were probing for them like 
sappers for a mine and all talking 
was forbidden, 


All that day, March 24, they 


marched to the sound of ‘heavy. 


firing to the north, where Win- 
gate was in action against the 
Japanese garrison at Baw, They 
reached the rendezvous five miles 
from Baw just before dusk, There 
was no one there. All around were 
empty cartridge cases and other 
signs of battle. Jefferies had rea- 
son to believe that Wingate had 
probably moved northeast toward 
the Shweli River and pushed on 
in that direction. 

Just after they had bivouacked 
in the small hours of the morning, 
a sentry reported that the Japs 
had crept up under cover of the 
noise made by the mules and were 
about to attack. Jefferies led the 
men off 30 yards to the flank into 
a firing position. They waited for 
a few minutes and nothing hap- 
pened, Jefferies finally grew bored 


with waiting and together with 
another officer decided to stalk 
the position where the sentry had 
spotted the enemy. . When ,they 
nad crawled to within 15 yards, 
Jefferies whispered: “Come on, 
now, let’s go in boldly.” His com- 
panion replied softly: “All right. 
But as Bernard Shaw says, “The 
courage of despair is the worst 
form of cowardice.’” They fixed 
bayonets and charged. Next min- 
ute they were stumbling over the 
sleeping bodies of the two Maries. 


At dawn on March 25 they 
passed through a British bivouac 
and picked up the tracks of a col- 
umn obviously moving in a great 
hurry—no attempt had been made 
to cover up footprints-——-and proba- 
bly not very far in front of them 
since the animal droppings were 
still moist. Jefferies prayed that 
the column was marching too fast 
to lay booby ‘traps and followed 
its tracks, stopping now and then 
to lay a false trail, His party 
came out into a clearing where 
one of the columns had taken a 
supply drop, but all tracks from 
the dropping site had been skill- 
fully covered up. Jefferies was be- 
ginning to give up hope of ever 
contacting the Brigadier when he 
was challenged by a British sen- 
try, who gave him Wingate’s posi- 
tion. That sentry post later re- 
ported by radio that a strong 
Japanese patrol, which had been 
tagging Jeffries’ men, had been 
thrown off the scent by a false 
trail Only a mile back. At noon 
Jeffries reached brigade headquar- 
ters and discovered it was Fer- 
gusson’s column he had been trail- 
ing. Scott and Gilkes were also 
with the _ Brigadier. Wingate 
greeted him with shattering news: 
the force had just received orders 
to return to Indias; The main ob- 
jectives' of the expedition had been 
accomplished and the monsoon 
season, which breaks earlier in 
Burma than in India, was drawing 
near,

After Calvert. and Jeffries had 
parted company on March 18, Cal- 
vert decided that-his men needed 


a ‘three-day rest while they took 
a large supply dropping—they had 
had none since the small drop of 
March 11. Thompson found a 
small dried-up chaung, near which 
were several deep pools of water, 
and they made a good atart at this 
bivouac by shooting a Nilgai, a big 
cow antelope, which provided each 
of them with a lump of fresh 
meat. On the south side of the 
chaung was a large stretch of tall 
elephant grass. Two hundred men 
formed a line about 100 yards 
wide and trampled down the grass 
until they had flattened a strip 
500 yards’ long. It took three 
hours of very hard work. Mean- 
while, some of the Burma Rifles, 
who were expert’ tree climbers, 
stripped the few teak trees of 
their branches so that there would 
be no obstruction to the view of 
the pilots or to the parachutes as 
they came down. During the 
afternoon a message arrived from 
base reporting that the planes 
would come over from dusk on- 
ward, Before dusk big marker 
fires were lit, and just as the sun 
was setting three Hudsons flew 
over in formation and dropped 
their loads simultaneously, circling 
one behind the other with their 
navigation lights turned on to 
avoid collision. In 25 minutes the 
Hudsons had released all of their 
loads and were follqwed at hourly 
intervals during the night by 
D.C. 88 until 10 tons of supplies 
had been dropped—the biggest sin- 
gle dropping made to any column 
throughout the expedition. 

Several special items had been 
requested—an issue of boots all 
around; a clean kilt, a new set 
of false teeth, and a box of snuff 
for Geoffrey Lockett; and curry 
powder for the Gurkhas. The 
#urkhas had been looking forward 
all day to their curry and foraged 
among the canisters in the dark 
until they found it. They bore it 
off in triumph and cooked a late 
Supper then and there. 

On March 22, Calvert cached four 
days’ paratroop rations for each 
man against an emergency and 

moved off eastward. To the north 
he kept hearing the sound of 
heavy gunfire; it was Wingate’'s 
force fighting almost continual 
battles with the Japs. That eve- 
ning Calvert's column reached the 
Nam-mit River, which ran across 
the line of march to their next 
target. At dawn 12 Burma Rifles 
under a British lieutenant waded 
the stream and cautiously ap- 


proached a Village, Pago, one and 
a half miles from Calvert's bivou- 
ac. Natives warned them that a 
patrol of 60 Japs was in the vil- 
lage and two runners were sent 
back to Calvert. On the way back 
the runners bumped into an en- 
emy scouting party of about 20 
men. One of them made a dash 
for it with the message, the other 
dodged behind a tree and at point 
blank range coolly aimed 12 shots 
at the Japs. Two dropped a few 
yards away from him, and he 
didn’t have time to count how 
many more he had hit. 

Another patrol, meanwhile, had 
captured Jap operational orders 
from a battalion to one of its 
companies that was hunting for 
Wingate's men, This, amplified 
by information from the villagers, 
gave Calvert a very clear picture 
of what paths the Japs were 
using and where their main forces 
were concentrated. Calvert or- 
dered Second Lt. James with two 
Gurkha sections and a British 
Tommy gun section to lay an am- 
bush on one of the trails along 
which a Jap patrol was advanc- 
ing. The ambush party had not 
been in position for more than 
an hour, when they saw 36 Japs 
marching down a dust road. When 
Lt. James gave the order to fire, 
Sgt. Maj. Blain yelled out to the 
front Tommy gun man: “T-there 
you are, my ,b-b-boy, there’s a 
b-b-birthday for you!” The Japs 
were taken completely by sur- 
prise. This wasn't in their book 
of rules and they lost their heads. 
Instead of scattering they dropped 
to their knees on the road and 
started firing blindly into the 
jungle in all directions. They 
were a sitting target. The first 
volley killed 20 of them. The 
survivors did the only thing the 
Japs know how to do when they're 
caught off peuard., They fixed 
bayonets and charged straight to 
their death. James picked off 
five of them with his rifle. His 
Tommy gunners wiped out the 
rest. Not a single one escaped. 

* * 

Later Lt. James’ party had 
engaged another Jap patrol and 
Calvert’s column mortar was lob- 
bing shells just over the heads of 
James’ men onto the advancing 
Japanese, At 4 p. m. Calvert, 
fearing that the Japs would bring 
up more troopa and surround them 
after dark, ordered Jamen to pre. 
pare to break off the action, The 
Chindits loaded up the mules and 
moved back westward, laying 
booby traps on their trail. All 
next day the column made a wide 
detour to the southweat with 
the intention of ahaking off the 
Japs before again attempting to 
cross the Nam-mit. For several 
days ‘it had been impossible to 
contact brigade headquarters be- 
cause, as Calvert guessed, the 
brigadier’s group had been fight- 
ing a battle in and around Baw. 
At noon on March 25 Calvert halt- 
ed to see if he could get a report 
through to Wingate. Contact was 
made without’ difficulty and 
Thompson picked up a message 
from the brigadier. It was an 
order to withdraw from Burma. 
At this point Calvert was less 
than 100 miles from the Burma 
toad.

Victory Garden Pests 


OU can’t grow a good crop of weeds and vegetables in 
Y os same plot. Young beets, carrots and most of our 

favorite food crops don’t stand a fighting chance against 
the unwanted vegetation. The weeds hog the fertilizer, sun- 
shine and moisture and sabotage your harvest. When they 
come up right in the rows of sprouting vegetables, be careful. 
That’s a job of down-on-your knees, hand weeding, taking care 
not to disturb the roots of the young vegetables. When the 
weeds are right up close to the vegetables, it is better to cut 
off the weeds just below the surface with a knife, rather than 
chance checking the vegetable’s growth by disturbing its roots. 
At least if they are inches tall, 

Once the eating crops have a good start, they will take 
the offensive against the weeds. Weeds usually want even 
more sunshine than the vegetables, and once the vegetable 
greenery shades the soil, the weeds won't get the upper-hand 
again so easily. 

There is another caution on your weeding-with-the-hoe. 
“Shallow” is the word for it. Many of the most important 
feeding roots are still quite close to the surface at this season. 
You really want to sort of scratch the surface, not more than 
an inch and better still only half an inch down. 

There are no enemies more offensive—but there are enemies 
more lively than the weeds. Ants and rabbits according to the 
many queries I've been getting are responsible for some very 
serious sabotage. With a little of the “know-how,” I think we 
vanquish them, too. : 

Ants of all kinds, the red, black, the small and the large 
ones are more numerous this year than for many a season. 
Some are just pests; some are real enemies that girdle the 
stems, eat at the root crops and gnaw on the flowers. Dif- 
ferent ants have different tastes and succumb to different 
poisons. Try out any or all of the suggestions; one of them is 
sure to bring victory. 

Cryolite, an excellent insecticide that we use for our 
vegetable crops, also kills ants. You will meed to use a 
stronger mix than suggested for other insects, and then spray 
or dust it onto the soil, so double the strength. 

Dusting Sulphur acts as a very effective deterrant, especial- 
ly to the Pavement Ant, and in many casse is also a killer. It 
is cheap in cost and easy to use. You can shoot in onto the 
ground with a dust gun or shake it on from a muslin or 
cheesecloth bag. 

Garlic juice mixtures, camphor balls and all kinds of 
smelly suggestions have been tried against rabbits. Using a 
row of onions as a sort of garden fence often works well. But 
just as often the rabbits must have bad colds for the bad smells 
didn't keep them from the tasty vegetables. Here’s a simple 
nix that you spray onto your plants that is really distasteful 
¢o the rabbits. Make a spray of one tablespoon aluminum 
sulphate, one tablespoon of soap chips or soap powder, with 
6ne gallon of water. If you shake up the soap in part of the 
water, and the aluminum sulphate in part of it, both seperately, 
before you mix them, it is easier to make a good solution. Then 
spray it onto the plants and I'm quite sure the rabbits will 
depart for other pastures. MARGARET PINKUS. 


Ear Trouble 


May Become 
Big Problem

HE adjustments’ which the 
i: postwar planners must con- 

sider are only partly economic 
or social. I should say as a rough 
estimate that at least a third of 
the planning will have to consider 
medical problems. Some of these 
are plain for all to see and con- 
sider—the cripples, the blind, the 
nervous wrecks among the vet- 


erans of combat. Numerically 
they would hardly justify my esti- 


»mate of a third of all postwar 


problems Veing medical, 

But there is another, less ob- 
vious and much. more numerous, 
group of medical ltabilities who 
will come out of the war. They 
are in both combat and civilian 
groups. They may not realize for 
a long time what the war has done 
to them, But still subtly and per- 
haps to them unaccountably it will 
have changed their whole lives. 

As an example of this is a re- 
port I have before me by Lt. (jg) 
J.-C. Howard, M. D., on tests of 
hearing made on men who have 
seen combat service. It is by no 
means a cheerful account. The 
conclusion is that postwar Amer- 
ica has an excellent chanceof be- 
ing’ in part a hard-of-hearing 
America, because of accoustic 
trauma, It applies to those who 
have gone to work in war industry 
as well as to those in the armed 
forces. And it thus hits particu- 
larly the young :adult between the 
ages of 18 and 35 who in the past 
has been particularly free of au- 
ditory difficulties.

DAMAGE to hearing from the 
assaults of noise has in the past 
been identified by the medical pro- 
fession with certain trades—such 
as boilermakers, riveters, blasters, 
and those make up only a frac- 


' tianal part of the population, 


The damage to hearing in this 
group is mainly in the higher fre- 
quencies, starting above 3000, 
which means deafness for high 
tones, but in the course of time 
this spreads fanwise on the chart 
until it reaches the level of con- 
versational ranges. 

World War I had little effect 
on the hearing of the members of 
the armed forces, It was short 
and comparatively not so very 
noisy. The English, French and 
German troops showed a good 
deal more loss than ours. This 
war has increased the pace of 
mechanical warfare and with it 
noise. Besides, altitude flying adds 
its burden as well as the baromet- 
ric pressure of submarine exist- 
ence. 

Studies in the hearing acuity of 
the personnel of airplane and sub- 
marine services show that the 
amount of damage depends onthe 
ability of the individual's hearing 
apparatus to stand pressure, the 
amount of exposure, and, best les- 
son of all, the amount of rest 
between periods of duty. The use 
of protective devices is also a 


factor. 
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TRAP SHOOTER’S EAR has 
been so designated by sportsmen 
familiar with the situation. The 
trapshooter is hard of hearing in 
the ear that is next to the gun. 
The same phenomenon is found in 
machinegunners and those using 
the ordinary Army rifle. The big 
gun crews get it in both ears, In 
the news reels you see _ the 
gunners at the discharge of a 
big gun holding their mouths 
open: this is plain common sense 
and experience as well ag the re- 
sult of instruction in protection. 
It equalizes the pressure on the 
middle ear through the Eustach- 
ian tube. 

The prolonged use of quinine 
for those in malarial countries 
also does the hearing apparatus 
no good. 

The onset of diminished hearing 
due to these causes is gradual 
and often unrealized by the indi- 
vidual, Lieut. Howard found on 
examining men picked by chance, 
not because they complained of 
loss of hearing, that at first the 
acuity was dimmed for  fre- 
quencies above 4000 (coin-click) 
and seldom got so bad that it was 
diminished for the low tones 
(whispered voice),

Defense Sets 
Enemy Badly

EW players holding the West 
F hand, below, would have the 
nerve and vision to take the 
action that was taken by an ex- 
pert in a duplicate match, 
East, dealer. 
East-west vulnerable, 


The bidding: 
East South 
lheart lspade Pass Pass 
Double- Pass Pass(!) Pass 

East's double was for a takeout, 
of course, and therefore Wests 
pass wags tantamount to his doub- 
ling one spade for penalties, which 
was a nervy action considering his 
meager strength in the spade suit 
itself. However, as he later ¢ex- 
plained, West felt that there was 
no assurance of game for his side 
—East might well have had a four 
card heart suit—and that even a 
two trick defeat of the opponents 
might mean an excellent match 
point score. 

West led the heart king and 
deuce, East won with the heart 
jack and made the good play of 
the ace and seven of diamonds, 
West took his king and gave East 
a diamond ruff, East cashed the 
king and queen ef clubs, then led 
the heart ace. 

At this point West coukl be 
sure of collecting 500 points, but 
it had become apparent to him 
that his side could have made a 
vulnerable game worth at least 
600 points, Hence, heroic measures 
were in order. He deliberately 
rufred East's heart ace and: led 
another diamond. Desperately, de- 
clarer ruffed this in dummy, but 
East overruffed with the eight 
and, grasping the situation per- 
fectly, led still another heart. West 
was now assured of his trump 
queen, whether South ruffed high 
or low, and the penalty had 
mounted to the 700 points that 
East-West needed as full compen- 
sation for their lost game.
